Convictions 


Are Reversed 


DENVER, Colo. (AP)—Convic­ 
tions of nine present or form er 
union leaders were reversed and 
indictments against two of the 
men were dismissed Monday by 
the U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
The men had been charged with 
filing false non-Communist affida­ 
vits. 
New trials were ordered for the 
other seven. 
The court held that testimony of 
a key government witness am ount­ 
ed to hearsay. 
The International Union of Mine 
Mill and Smelter Workers (Ind.) 
officers were convicted in U.S 
District Court of charges of con 
spiring to file false non-Commu 
m st affidavits with the National 
Labor Relations Board 
between 
1949 and 1956. Seven of them were 
sentenced 
to three-year 
prison 
term s and five $2,000 each. The 
other two received $8-month pris­ 
on sentences and $1,500 fines. 
The appeals court dismissed in 
dictm ents against Jam es H. Dor 
kin, 48, Chicago, who had been 
sentenced 
to 18 
months; 
and 
Chase J. 
Powers, 56, Spokane, 
Wash., who had drawn a three 
year term . 
It said mere knowledge of the 
alleged conspiracy did not make a 
conspirator of Durkin, a form er 
union organizer. 
Tile court said there was no

The spaceman flew here

Base, Va., following more than 
a week of banquets, parties, pa­ 
rades and honors at Cape Canav­ 
eral, in 
Washington, New

and New Concord, Ohio, his home­ 
town. 
‘We’ve got a lot of data to look 
over in the next few' days,” Glenn 
commented

got off the 
plant. 
With him were Donald Slayton, 
the astronaut picked to make the 
next orbital flight;

U.S. Spy Agency 
Says Powers' 
Record Is OK 


Report Clears U2 
Pilot of Yielding 
To Red Pressure 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency reported 
today that U2 pilot Francis Gary 
Powers lived up to the term s of 
his employment and ‘his obliga­ 
tions as an American.” 
The 
House 
Armed 
Services 
Committee made public the re­ 
port 
on 
the 
case 
of 
the 
pi­ 
lot whose photographic-reconnais- 
sance 
plane 
came 
down 
deep 
within Russia in May, 1960. 
Based on an exhaustive investi­ 
gation by the CIA and an advi­ 
sory board, 
the report cleared 
Powers of yielding under pres­ 
sure to tell more than he was au­ 
thorized to say to his captors. 
The 
intelligence 
agency 
said 
that Powers and other U2 pilots 
were 
authorized 
to 
‘‘surrender 
without resistance and adoDt a co­ 
operative attitude 
toward 
their 
captors” should evasion not prove 
feasible and capture appear im ­ 
minent. 
U2 pilots, moreover, were in­ 
structed that they were ‘‘perfect­ 
ly free to tell the full truth about 
their mission with the exception 
of certain specifications of the 
aircraft.” 
The report found that Powers 
followed 
these 
instructions 
and 
did what he was authorized to do 
in 
admitting 
his 
previous 
Air 
Force service and his employ­ 
ment by the Central Intelligence 
Agency. 
This statem ent was the first of 
ficial acknowledgement that Pow­ 
ers was employed by the CIA, al­ 
though there had been little doubt 
of it. 
The report said the poisoned 
needle carried by Powers, and 
mentioned in his trial in Moscow, 
was “intended for use prim arily if 
the pilot were subjected to torture 
or other circum stances which in 
his discretion w arranted the tak­ 
ing of his own life.” 
“There 
were 
no 
instructions 
that he should commit suicide and 
no expectation that he would do 
so in those situations just de­ 
scribed,” it added. 
The report said there was no 
evidence to 
support 
any belief 
that 
Powers’ 
predicament 
was 
brought on by “ pressure from or 
defection to the Russians.” It also 
ruled out the possibility of sabo 
tape. 
The intelligence agency report 
ed that Powers told its investiga 
tors that he could have reached 
the 
“ destruct* 
switches 
which 
would have set off an explosive

Special convoys of riot police 
were rushed to the prison area 
on the edge of the city. 
Authorities said the secret army 
apparently attacked the prison in 
Oran to mete out its own punish 
ment to Moslem terrorists. Almost 
all the 1,850 inmates were im 
prisoned for terrorist activities in 
support of Algerian independence

The 
raiders piled up a huge charge 
of explosives and containers of 
gasoline and butane gas inside the 
prison walls and then set it off. 
As they retreated they locked 
the prison gate. The terrorists 
fired bullets into the flames as 
they fled. 


Khrush Note 
Welcomed by 
U.S. President 


W ay Seen Clear Now 
For Foreign Minister 
Farley in Geneva 


WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
Kennedy told Soviet P r e m i e r 
Khrushchev today that the pur­ 
pose of the great powers now in 
approaching negotiations at Gene 
va must be to avoid “ sterile ex­ 
changes 
of 
propaganda” 
and 
make real progress toward dis­ 
arm am en t” 
Kennedy 
welcomed 
Khrush­ 
chev's decision to send Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko to meet 
with U.S. and British foreign min­ 
isters at Geneva in advance of 
the March 14 disarm am ent con­ 
ference. The President suggested 
March 12—next Monday—as the 
starting 
date 
for 
three-power 
talks. 
Kennedy, meanwhile, arranged 
to meet with Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk, and other diplomatic, 
military and atomic advisers, at 
5 p.m. today to talk about U.S. 
disarm am ent policy. Rusk is ex­ 
pected to leave Washington Sat­ 
urday for Geneva. 
The 
White 
House 
announced 
those at the meeting will include, 
in addition to the President and 
Rusk: W’illiam Foster, disarm a­ 
ment director, and Adrian Fisher, 
deputy director; Secretary of De­ 
fense Robert S. M cNamara; and 
Dr Glenn T. Seaborg, director of 
the Atomic Energy Commission. 
Kennedy’s message to Khrush­ 
chev, replying to a lengthy note 
from the Soviet leader which was 
delivered here Sunday, was very 
brief, It was deliverd in Moscow 
early today and released by the 
White House here later.

NEW YORK (AP)—Dr. Carney 
Landis, head of the Department 
of Psychology at the New York 
State Psychiatric Institute, died 
Monday at the Harkness Pavilion. 
He was 65 and had been in the 
hospital since mid-January. 
The institute and paviolion are 
branches of Columbia Presbyter­ 
ian Medical Center.

A few days ago U. S. Secretary of La­ 
bor Arthur Goldberg made a significant 
policy statement of the Kennedy adminis­ 
tration. He declared that the federal gov­ 
ernm ent intended to get directly into na­ 
tional labor - managem ent collective b ar­ 
gaining whether it was wanted or not. 
With some exceptions the past role of 
governmental agencies (and 
the 
Presi­ 
dent) has been to enter labor disputes only 
to mediate them — to prevent the out­ 
break of economy-crippling strikes. 
Now, though, Goldberg says this will not 
be enough, that the issues in labor-man- 
agem ent affairs have become “far too 
complex, far too potent and far too influen­ 
tial on the rest of s o c i e t y to be resolv­ 
ed on the old testing ground of the clash 
of selfish interest.”

The govern­ 
ment's role is mediation, conciliation or 
anything else it can do to help industrial 
peace . . . He is infringing on the rights 
of free people and free society . . . This 
is a step in the direction of saying the 
federal government should tell either or 
both sides what to do, and I don’t agree 
with that.” 
It appears that the AFL-CIO d oesn’t 
w ant to be a puppet or satellite of the ad­ 
m inistration even under benevolent rule. 


Like a Bad Novel 


The 
recent career 
of Janio Quadros, 
one-time president of Brazil, reads like a 
bad novel. 
Six months ago Quadros resigned in pro­ 
test a g a i n s t pressures on him. He ob­ 
viously believed the public would destroy 
his opponents and demand that he take- 
office again with a free hand. But the pub­ 
lic took his resignation with surprising 
calm and Janio was just another politi­ 
cian out of work. 
Quadros, still confident that the public 
wanted him back then took off on a lei­ 
surely trip around the world — by slow 
freighter. This, among other things, pro­ 
vided time for his successors to get into 
trouble. Now Quadros’ freighter, by sheer 


coincidence, has returned, just about 
in 
time for Quadros to start a campaign for 
the October elections. 
Quadros' plan this time, it is reported, 
is to run for governor of Brazil’s big Sao 
Paulo province, and also for the Federal 
Chamber of Deputies. From a deputy’s 
chair, he could become prime minister 
and gain the power to continue the pro­ 
gram he initiated as president. 
But Quadros’ future depends on the vot­ 
ers of Brazil who took his resignation in 
stride. Despite that nasty surprise, it is 
plain that Quadros still expects his story 
to have a happy ending. 
If it does, ifs a safe bet he will not re­ 
sign for the second time.

Said To Need 


Retooling Now 


CHICAGO 
(A P )—There 
is 
so 
much to learn, and so little tim e 
in which to learn it, that A m eri­ 
can education m ust be retooled 
from top to bottom , som e of the 
nation’s top educators said today 
Oliver J. C aldw ell of the U.S. 
Office of Education suggested, for

The cost-of-living index for apes 
bas risen during the past decade. 


So much so that Gibralter's rock 
apes, which are listed on the rolls 


of the m i l i t i a at this stepping- 
itone between 
southern 
S p a i n 
and Africa, recently enjoyed an in­ 
crease in their per diem allow­ 


ance from four-pence to six pence 
daily. 


In reality, these 29 apes living 
Among Gibralter's crown colony of 
25.000 inhabitants get much of their 
food from the wild olives, almonds 
and figs growing on the upper part 
of the Hock. They're also fed liber­ 
ally by tourists. 


The apes are made up of two 
packs w h o neither mix socially 
nor do they invade each other s 
territories. They are so flourishing 
it is often necessary to send speci­ 
mens to zoos all over the world. 
This responsibility belongs to the

known as the “keeper of the apes” 
in response to an ape population

NCAA Starts 


Preparing Its 


Federation 


CHICAGO (AP) — Armed with 
the support of athletic organiza­ 
tions at all levels, the National 
Collegiate 
Athletic 
Association 
was prepared today to complete 
its federation program. 
With the exception of the Ama­ 
teur Athletic Union, 
representa­ 
tives from national organizations, 
college athletic conferences 
and 
high schools throughout the nation 
backed the NCAA federation plan 
Monday. 
Walter Byers, executive direc­ 
tor of the NCAA, said a time limit 
would be set for all organizations 
to join the federation 
program. 
This would, of course, include the 
AAU and the armed forces if they 
wished to join. 
The AAU—officially recognized 
certifying body for international 
competition by U.S. 
athletes—is 
against the NCAA federation pro­ 
gram. 
The AAU last month offered the 
NCAA equal representation on its 
international subcom m ittees, but 
the NCAA reiected the offer and 
countered with the federation pro­ 
gram. 
The NCAA hopes — through a 
show of organizational power — 
to supercede the AAU as certify­ 
ing body for international compe­ 
tition.
